VENTILATION. 


IN that branch ot the art of purifying 
dwellings, whether on land or water, hich 
refpeéts expunging toul air a machine 
which would eafily and completely per- 
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form the bufinefs has ever been confidered 
a defideratum. Thofe who have hitherto 
conftru&ed ventilators have gone teywork 
on a wiong principle : imttead of atstempt- 
ing in the firft inftance to evacuate the foul 
air entirely, leaving its place. to be fuppli- 
ed by the pure and healthy, they have on- 
ly aimed to dilute it in fuch a manner as 
torenderitlefs noxious. It is well known 
that the noxious air which intefts the holds 
of fhips and all dirty and filthy apart- 
ments 13 fpecifically heavier than that of 
the atmofphere, and that of courfe it occu 
pies the loweft {pace and muft continue to 
poifon the whole mafs of air admitted from 
above, till taken up and entirely removed 
out ot fuch veffel or apariment ; this is 
more particularly true of veffels holds 
which have no outlets at the fides and on- 
ly trom above through the deck. This 
mode of ventilation 1s performed in the 
moft perfeét manner by the dir-Pump 
Ventilator of Mr. Robotham, and yet, 
itrange to tell, the public, fo far from en- 
couraging a machine of this defeription, 
whic 1 has been fo long wilhed for and re- 
qucfted, have not yet confented even to 
make trial ofit, except ina very few in- 
flenees, whem, indeed, it has met with the 
moit decided approbation. 

There can exift no rational doubt in the 
mind of any perfon who underftands the 
tubjeét that the health of crews might be a 
long time preferved by this thorough mode 
oi ventilation only ; but if the preferva- 
tion otf the heaith and lives of thofe em- 
ployed by the owners of fea veflels is not 
a fuflicient motive to induce them to make 
trial of a machine which promifes fo much 
nfetulnets, the prefervation of their prop- 
y one would fuppole would fuggefl the 
neceflity of it. Impure air is not only the 
fspring but the dire point of putrefac- 
thole who are in the habit of going 
to fea with cargoes of perifhable animal and 
vegitable {ubfiances need not be told this. 
If with fuch cargoes care is not taken b 
fome means to deftroy or get nd of the rot-

And without the lofs of aman on 
his part. Thefe partial attacks, alshough 
they do not produce eny ferious immedi- 
ate evil to our enemies, yetthey are likely 
to be attended with ultimate effefis of the 
utmoft importance.
